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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Objections 

1. Claim 1 is objected to because of the following informalities: "the main part" in 
lines 5-6 should be changed to -a main part-. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 2, 4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite in that it fails to point out what is included or excluded by the claim language. 
This claim is an omnibus type claim (ex. "no tuner is included in said tuner unit"???). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only If the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

5. Claims 1,3, 5-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Nio 
et al. (6.243,141). 

Regarding claim 1, Nio discloses a video signal processing device comprising a 
tuner unit for performing the tuning operation by receiving radio waves sent from 
external sources (see fig.1, elements 102 or 103 and its description); a communication 
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interface unit connected to said tuner unit for performing communication with said tuner 
unit (see fig.1, element 104 and its description); and a main part of the system for 
processing the signal sent out from said communication interface unit and outputting 
predetermined data (see fig.1, elements 105-108 and its description); wherein said main 
part of the system is configured to discriminate the type of tuner included in said tuner 
unit, based on the control signal output from said tuner unit after said communication 
starts (see fig.1, element 104 and its description) and display a receiving station 
corresponding to a channel receivable by said tuner, in according with the type of said 
tuner and information from said communication interface unit (see fig. 1 , element 110 
and its description). 

Regarding claim 3. 5-6, Nio discloses a video signal processing device 
comprising: a unit for discriminating the type of said tuner included in said tuner unit, 
based on a control signal output from said tuner unit after the start of said 
communication (see fig.1, elements 102, 103, 104 and its description); and unit for 
displaying a receiving station corresponding to said channel receivable by said tuner, in 
according with the type of said tuner and information from said communication interface 
unit (see fig. 110 and its description).
